Neinda Common 
School District 
will b e consolidated with the Hamlin 
Independent School District at b egin­ 
ning of the 1946-47 school term. 
o 
Consolidation will b ecome effective 
as result of the election held Satur­ 
day in the two districts. 
The vote 
was 82 for consolidation and 25 
against, according to tab ulations re­ 
leased b y election judges in the two 
districts. 
Majority of more than three to 
t-ne for consolidation was tab b ed. 
Neinda district voters polled 58 vote* 
while the Hamlin district only count­ 
ed 49 votes. 
The Neinda vote was 
more than pre-election interest in­ 
dicated, while the Hamlin voting was 
much lighter than expected. 
Ab out 
550 Hamlin citizens were entitled to 
vote in the election. 
At Neinda 34 favored consolida­ 
tion while 24 opposed. 
At Hamlin 
of the 49 votes tallied on! , 
wun­ 
opposed to consolidation. 
The Neinda-Hamlin 
“solidation 
is the first of a series of mergers b e­ 
ing contemplated b y area school dis­ 
tricts adjacent to Hamlin. 
Trustees in the Celotex and Carl­ 
ton School Districts have asked for 
petitions to order elections in their 
districts for consolidation. 
Voting 
for thes two districts is echeduled 
for May 25. 


New Ty pe So il Blo cks 
Being Used in Building 
Residence in Ha mlin 


Walls for a new ty pe of residence 
in Hamlin were slated to go up this 
"week in the southwest part of town, 
under supervision of Mardell Ly nch. 
Stanley Carmichael is b uilding the 
structure. 
Building b locks made b asically of 
soil are b eing used in the construc­ 
tion, this b eing the first time such 
material has b een used in this area. 
Ly ach had the b lock making machine 
made at a local machine shop. 
Spe­ 
cial formula of moistened earth is 
placed in the machine and compress­ 
ed to size five b y eight b y 15 inches 
under hy draulic .pressure. 
Materials 
cost ab out four cent* per b lock, Ly nch 
declares. 
Other costs, including la­ 
b or raised cost of the b locks to ab out 
2 0 cents each, which figure can b e 
cut ab out half under mass produc­ 
tion, according to the maker. 
Three rooms and b ath, with com­ 
b ined living and dining room will b e 
erected. 
Floor joists were b eing in­ 
stalled Monday .

BACK ON 2 1 ;:..iiS 
OF STEADY GROWTH 


Hamlin’s b ank b ecame “of age” 
last week under the name of Farm­ 
ers & Merchants National Bank, and 
officials and patrons of the concern 
this week were looking b ack over 
21 y ears of growth. 
April 25, 1925, 
the old First State Bank had its 
name changed when it b tedame a 
national b ank. • 
Originally chartered in 1907 as 
the First State Bank of Hamlin, the 
institution listed $13,000 in deposits. 
From that small b eginning deposits 
increased to $425,000 at the time its 
name was changed in 1925. At close 
of b usiness April 30, 1946, deposits 
a t the concern totaled $3,458,598. 
That the F. & M. National Bank 
weathered the storms of two major 
depressions and came out stronger 
and b etter prepared to care for the 
b anking needs of this territory , while 
b anks in many parts of the country 
were b eing closed at stres* periods, 
is proof that the firm ’s motto, “Solid 
as a Rock” is literally true. 
Capital and surplus of $100,000 
are listed b y the concern in its latest 
statement. 


Preliminary work on construction 
of the new $125,001) Hamlin Ele­ 
m entary School b uilding was sched­ 
uled to get underway within a few 
clays, it was announced from office 
of Superintendent I. R. Huchingson 
this week. 
Hamlin Board of Trutees signed a 
contract Thursday with T. E. Shel­ 
b urne & Son for the supervision of 
the new elementary b uilding con­ 
struction on a fixed fee b ased on an 
estimated cost of construction. 
This

than a cost-plus fee. 
The b oard reached the decision of 
handling the b uilding b y this method 
rather than attempting to secure b ids 
due to the present uncertainty of 
materials and costs.

constructed b y this procedure. 
Con­

A committee composed of the con­ 
tractor and memb ers of the school 
b oard was scheduled to go to Fort 
W orth this week to secure permit 
to b uild the school and estab lish pri­ 
ority numb er for the project.

tained, the b oard expects no diffi­ 
culty in this. 
After ob taining assur­ 
ance of a permit, the actual work can 
start immediately .

Nearly two inches of much-needed 
rain fell on the Hamlin territory 
Sunday and Monday that b rightened 
crop prospects an l put smiles on the 
faces of thousands of citizens.

Total of .71 of an inch of rain 
fell late Sunday , b eginning to fall 
in late afternoon and continuing into 
the night.

en bottles or other ty pes of rubbish 
on his premises that will hold water 
and offer breeding places to this 
enemy of gocd health 


Dr. Cox pointed out to The Hamlin 
Herald that in our practice of mos­ 
quito control, we are sometimes like 
the man who locked the stable door 
after the horse was already stolen: 
we are content to wait until all our 
premises are swtarming with mos- 
t.uuoe;. 
before w’e bring ourselves 
i.p j s t i ve wai^’ \ * 
against 
th- <-e 
recognized agents of malaria trans­ 
mission. 
Dr. Cox further stressed the im­ 
portance of conserving the public 
headh and preventing the spread of 
disease in our present crowded con­ 
ditions, and he also emphasized the 
fact that malaria is ore of the more 
debilitating diseases, often causing 
its victim to lose weeks or even 
months from his regular employ ment 
or from school attendance. 
Said Dr. Cox : “ The best cure f o r 
malaria is prevention. 
Make sure 
y our premises are 
free from any 
stagnant Waters, in which may breed 
the female anophelesm osquito that 
transmits the disease.”
